and inept.”

Washington Governor 
‘Cannot Believe Best In- 
terests of Society Re- 
quire Hanging of a 
Child.’ 


WALLA WALLA, Wash., Jan. 9 
(UP) — Seventeen-year-old Joseph 
Henry Maish was saved from the 
gallows last night just 66 min- 
utes before he was scheduled to 
be hanged for the fatal stabbing 
of a high school girl his own age. 

Gov. Mon C. Wallgren commuted 
Maish's sentence to 99 years in 
prison because “I cannot believe 
that the best interests of society 
require the hanging of a child.” 

The frightened youth had spent 
what he thought were his final 
hours sobbing and praying in his 
cell, He was . on nervous 
collapse when guards dressed him 
in gallows garb as midnight, the 
hour of execution, drew near. The 
death warrant already had been 
read to the youth when at 10:54 
p. m. he was led into the office 
of Warden Tom Smith. 

“The Governor of the State of 
Washington,” Smith said, “partly 


| because of the demand made upon 


him by the public, and partly out 
of the goodness of his heart, has 
commuted your sentence to 
years instead of déath.” 

“My God, my God, my God,” 
Maish cried, 

He was half carried, limp and 
trembling, back to his cell.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
Four pistol-armed robbers took 


about $130,000 today in a daylight | 


holdup of the mid-city branch of 
the Hibernia National Bank. 

A few hours later, Deetctive 
Chief Joseph Scheuring said two 
men had been arrested for ques- 
tioning inconnection with the 


robbery and that a suitcase full 
of money had been recovered, 

Schuering identified the two 
men arrested as George W. Rick- 
etts, 23 years old, of Chalmette, 
La. and his 2l-year-q@ld nephew, 
Tommy Ricketts. They were ar- 
rested at a New Orleans home. 

Police reported the suitcase con- 

tained about half of the bank loot. 
A woman also was brought to 
police headquarters, but Scheur- 
ing indicated that she would not 
be held. 
Police headquarters received 
word later that three other sus- 
pects had been arrested. 
Vice president and cashier 
on the bank’s loss, all covered by 
insurance. Earlier President A.

After scooping up all the cash 
and silver in sight, they escaped 
in a waiting automobile, which, 
one witness said, bore a license 
plate which resembled those on 
state-owned cars. 

The bank is on the corner of 
Carrollton and Canal streets, one 
of the town’s busiest intersections. 

Amuedo said he saw several men 
when he reported for work, Two 
of those he saw had pistols. 

“One of them shouted to me, 
‘Don’t look at me or I will put a 
bullet into you,“ Amuedo said, “I 
looked the other way and a guy 
ordered me to walk to the back 
to the vault. He told me he would 
kill me if I didn’t open the vault.” 
Amuedo said he opened the 
vault, procured a money sack for 
the robbers and then was ordered 
into a rest room. 

“During the progress of the rob- 
bery, the gunmen took all the 
money from the men and took all

REDISCOUNT RATE 

RISE BY 9 OF 12 
RESERVE BANKS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board today 
approved an increase in the redis- 
count rate from 1 to 1½ per cent 
by nine of the 12 Federal Re- 
serve Banks, effective Monday. 

The nine banks are those at 
New York, St. Louis, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Richmond, Atlanta, 
Chicago, Minneapolis and Dallas. 

The increase had been foretold 
in testimony: of Reserve Board 
Chairman Marriner 8. Eccles be- 
fore a congressional committee 
last month. Eccles said then that 
the purpose of the action would be 
to restrain expansion of bank 
credit. 

The 1 per cent rate was in ef- 
fect since April 25, 1946, and was 
the lowest ever charged by the 
Federal Reserve. 

The rate is that at which mem- 
ber banks of the Federal Reserve 
System can discount their loan 
paper to gain further funds for 
lending. 

The Federal Reserve Board's 
latest report shows member banks 
as a whole have more than a bil- 
lion dollars in excess reserves with 
the Federal Reserve Banks, giv- 
ing them a considerable cushion 
of lending power. The rate re 
mains unchanged in the Federal 
Reserve Banks at Boston, San

SCARE BUYING 
OF MEAT LAD 10 


Dealers Here Report 


Jumps in Prices of Beef, 
Veal, Pork Seem to Be 
No Deterrent. 


The fear that meat may be 
rationed is producing a wave of 
“scare buying” in St Louis, and 
prices of beef, veal and pork have 
jumped, dealers reported today, 

The sharp price increases have 
not deterred many customers from 
stocking up far beyond their im- 
mediate needs. The way they're 
buying all of a sudden, people 
must be socking meat away in 
rented lockers and their own deep- 
freeze containers,” one dealer 
commented, 


Retail beef prices have gone up 
this week not only on choice 
grades but on the good and com- 
mercial grades. In some markets 
choice steaks today were selling 
for $1.25 and $1.30 a pound after 
increases aggregating 10 to 15 
cents a pound. All veal cuts were 
up 8 to 10 cents a pound. The 
increases on pork were smaller. 
Pork hams were selling for 80 to 
85 centa a pound, up 3 to 4 cents. 

Heavy buying was evident on 
the wholesale as well as the re- 
tail level, “If the Government is 
going to ration meat, it shouldn't 
advertise iff so far in advance, 
one observer complained. It's 
obvious that people are stocking 
up in an effort to forestall ra- 
tioning.”

atreets 50 years ago today received 


congratulations on the anniver- 
sary from his customers, who piled 


gifts on his flower-decked stand. 


An anniversary cake was placed 
on top of the stand, covered with 
brightly-colored papers, and about 
20 customers sang “Happy Anni- 
versary to You.” Ackermann, a 
ruddy-faced man, joined in the 
gong. 

Ackermann, who became a news 
-vendor after amputation of his 
right leg below the knee as a re- 
sult of injuries suffered in the St. 
Louis cyclone of 1896, delivered 
the philosophy acquired in half a 
century of headline shouting in 
loud merry tones to the crowd: 

“Folks, there's more disaster 
than good things happening in life. 
There's more confusion than wise 
things, and people listen more to 
others than they do to themselves. 


It sums up to this, that we don't 
know if we're going or coming.” 

He said he saw little difference 
between headlines now and when 
he began to sell newspapers, ex- 
cept that the troubles of man 
seem to be increasing.

“I worked on the Appeal and 
then got a job at the Government 
printing office in Washington, and 
after that was in the Treasury 
Department for 16 years. I took 
over the Standard 28 years ago, 
and have been running it ever 
since and letting the chips fall 
where they might.” 

Plenty of Chips. 

The chips fell profusely when, 
in January 1942, a Sikeston mob 
lynched a Negro and the P. C.

Counsel Against Worry, 


A counsel of optimism and 
patience to rural readers appeared 
in this paragraph:

It will do no good to worry, just 
have patience and if it fails to 
come out, disc the ground and 
put it to corn, Worry ia the 
bottom of most of our ills, and 
we are all too far along to further 
worry.” 

“The Great Ferninster” was a 
term which some Sikeston resi- 
dents applied to Editor Blanton 
before a rival editor, Clint H. Den- 
man of the Herald, Republican 
organ, wrote that certain remarks 
in the Standard “smell to high 
heaven as a polecat would.“ Blan- 
ton adopted the title thus sug- 
gested, and nailed a skunk-skin 
over his desk. 

“I generally have the goods on 
whomever I am writing about,” 
he once said, “and they are afraid 
to complain, for fear will write 
another paragraph and make it 
worse.”

These reports said that a three- 
fold increase i:: imports for Ger- 
many in general was planned for 
this year. It was expected that 
much of the increase would be 
sent into the Ruhr as a pump- 
priming measure to get the great 
iron and steel works going again. 

The ‘ull Allied plan to recon- 
struct the Ruhr will be unfolded 
shortly in a report by the Mili- 

Government economics divi- 
sion, the reports said. 

It was understood the report 
will give priority to three classes 
of imports, with food at the top 
of the list. Second will be large 
supplies of raw materials, espe- 
cially non-ferrous metals, with 
limited quantities of steel and 
capital goods coming third. 
Under this program it is ex- 
cted that the entire merged 
ritish-American zone in Germany 
will become self-sufficient by 1952, 
with imports and exports bal- 
anced.

Butler Cross-Examined, 

Following this recital of events 
leading up to and following the 
wreck, Butler was cross-examined, 
He was asked about weather con- 
ditions, and replied: “fleet and 
snow obstructed my view, That's 
why I instructed my flreman to 
pay particular attention on his 
side as I would be very busy 
around curves.” 


Then he was asked if the 
weather between Clarksburg and 
Syracuse was such that he could 
not observe the color of signals, 
He answered: “We had to be al- 
most upon them before seeing 
them.”

damage that he “must have been 
moving about 88 miles an hour.” 

Butler, who cited specific red 
block signals he had passed, said 
that after leaving California no 
attempt was made to communi- 
cate with the dispatcher through 
velivens telephones placed at sid- 
ngs. 

Butler, under cross examination, 
said that it did not occur to him 
that he should not have disre- 
garded the block signals without 
an order to that effect “until it 
was too late.“

Rule on Refresher Run. 

It developed in his testimony 
that Butler had not made a re- 
fresher run over the route within 
150 days prior to the collision. 
Rules of the Missouri Pacific re- 
quire such a run every 150 days 
in the case of engineers not regu- 
larly assigned to the trip. 

In reply to a query as to 
whether he was in good physical 
condition and „normal in 3 

e 
his train out on the tragic New 
Year’s run, Butler replied: 

“I always spend eight hours in 
bed before going to work. That's 
where I was when the call boy 
phoned, I was in first class 
shape.” 

Butler testified that his train 
left St. Louis “around 12:23 or 
12:25” o’clock but that he did not 
know that a second section was in 
front of him until he was about 
to leave Jefferson City. 

After switching engines at Jef- 
ferson City, he continued, he sat- 
isfied himself that his new engine 
was “OK,” adding, “I wondered 


why we didn’t leave.” 
“I walked back to the depot in 


Louis, Butler adjusted his rimless 
and read a notation at the 
tom of the order directing him 


not to exceed a speed of 65 miles 
an hour between Jefferson City 


and Sedalia. 

As he took the stand to begin 
his direct testimony, Butler, a 
railroad employe for 26 years, ob- 
served: “I came to tell the truth; 
I don't care who it hurts.“ 


His fireman, Ulysses 8. Parks, 
also an “extra” who had never 
before worked in the area from 
Jefferson City to Sedalia where 
the wreck occurred, and his con- 
ductor, J. B. Rogers, admitted 
that scores of rules of the Mo. 
Pac. were violated by crews of 
both trains, Parks pointed out 
that his train received no warn 
ings from flares or torpedoes that 
they were about to overtake the 
first section. 

The shocking, four hour state- 
ment by Parks last night bore out 
the charge by P. J. Neff, chief 
executive officer of the railroad, 
that there was “probably flagrant 
negligence on the part of certain 
train employes,” and that “precau- 
tions called for by the rules were 
completely disregarded.” 

Parks Saw 3 Red Signals. 

Parks testified that he saw at 
least three red signals and called 
them to the attention of the en- 
gineer, who chose to ignore them. 
Parke gaid their vision was ob- 
scured by snow and by steam 
pouring from the locomotive. In 
answer to sharp questions from 
Charles F. Dougherty, conducting 
the hearing for the _ railroad, 
Parks said he did not remonstrate 
with Butler and made no effort 
to pull the brake or jump off the 
train, despite the danger to his 
own lite. 

He thought that Butler. had 
misinterpreted an order they re- 
ceived at California, 20 miles east 
of the scene of the crash, which 
told them that after they met two 
trains coming from the west, there 
would be no more “opposing” 
trains in the block. Engineer 
Butler took that to mean that he 
could disregard the block signals, 
no matter what they indicated, 
the fireman asserted, 


Parks, 51 years old, who lives at 
1219 Sutter avenue, University 
City, was asked: “Did you at any 
time take a positive stand with 
your engineer for going through 
red signals and for speeding?”

After a few minutes, I walked 
around the front and saw what 
happened. (The rear Pullman of 
the first section was telescoped 
and everyone in it was killed.) 
Then I went back to the rear car 
because my back was hurting and 
stayed there until noon, when 1 
was taken to Bothwell Hospital.” 

Dougherty asked: After Clarks- 
burg (14 miles before the crash) 
why were you not in position to 
see the indication of the signal, in 
line with your responsibility?” 

“I was working on the fire,” 
Parks answered. 

“Did the engineer call to you 
the indication of the signal as you 
were leaving Clarksburg?” was the 
next question, Parks said he did 
not remember. 

Called Signals to Engineer. 

He recalled seeing three red 
signals after Clarksburg but did 
not remember just where he saw 
them because he was unfamiliar 
with the towns. He said he 
“called” the signals to the engi- 
neer and that Butler acknowledged 
the information, raising a hand 
but making no effort to stop the 
train, as required. 

Since he was a new man on the 
route, Parks said, he thought the 
engineer and Conductor Rogerr 
“knew what they were doing,” and 
he did not protest when the train 
failed to stop for red lights. 

“Did the engineer reduce speed 
at any red signals?“ Dougherty 
asked, and Parks replied, Not as 
much as he should have." 

Time Schedules of Sections. 


The crew of the second section 
thought the first section was two 
hours ahead at the time of the 
crash, Parks said, explaining that 
the first section left Jefferson City 
10 minutes before the second sec- 
tion arrived and the latter section 
remained.there an hour, 

“Do you understand,” Dougher- 
ty continued, “that your train 
should have stopped at each red 
indication, regardless of that mes- 
sage? (telling that there were no 
trains coming from the west).” 

“Yes, sir,” Parks replied, “but 
the engineer is a bigger man than 


Parks explained the reason he 
saw only three red signals was 
that “the steam was going down; 


it wouldn't rise up off the engine, 
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I mentioned to Butler several 
times that the wind was whipping 
it right over the cab.” 

“What was your speed when 
passing red signals?” Dougherty 
asked next. 

“We were kind of making aver- 
age speed,” the fireman said, “and 
lots of times we slowed for 
curves.” He said he knew the 
maximum permissible speed of the 
train was 55 miles an hour but he 
did not think the train went that 
fast. He eatimated thelr speed 
at 30 to 35 miles an hour and 35 
to 40 just before the crash. There 
was no speedometer in the cab. 


“After Syracuse,” Dougherty con- 
tinued, “was there any indication 
to you that the engineer saw the 
train ahead before you called out, 
‘Rear end ahead'?” 

“No, sir,” Parks replied, “I don't 
think he did, It seemed that the 
steam changed to his side after 
Syracuse,” 

He estimated the trains were 
1000 feet apart when he first saw 
the rear Pullman, 

Dougherty calculated that the 
first section covered seven and 
one half miles in 28 minutes, or 
16 miles an hour, from Tipton to 
the scene of the accident, based 
on the time of arrival at Clarks 
burg of a train form the west. 
He estimated that the second sec. 
tion covered 13.8 milea in about 
15 minutes, or an average speed 
of 52.8 miles an hour. 

“How do you reconcile these 
figures and facts,“ Dougherty 
neked, “with your statement that 
you averaged 30 miles an hour 
between Clarkaburg and the scene 
of the accident?" 

The fireman said he was “only 
guessing,” and revised his esti- 
mate to say his train was going 
40 miles an hour downhill at the 
time of the impact. 

Then Dougherty went over all 
the Missouri Pacific rules on du- 
ties of train crewmen with regard 
to safety practices and the be- 
spectacied fireman said he was 
familiar with all of them. 

“Were you satisfied, from your 
knowledge of the rules and from 
the operation of the train, that 
the rules were being violated?” 
Dougherty demanded. 

“Yes, sir,” Parks answered 
softly, Later he explained that he 
thought the engineer and con- 
}ductor had reached an “under- 


standing” at California “to disobey

Cowan, who lives at 3507A 
Franklin avenue, was asked: “Did 
you know of the requirement that 
you, as trainman, were required 
to go in advance of your train on 
a red block?” He gaid he did not. 

Engineer John T. Saar of Jef- 
ferson City, a railroadman for 39 
years, who operated on east bound 
train from Kansag City to St. 
Louls New Year’a morning, testi- 
fied sleet made signal conditions 
“very bad,” and that “some lights 
were out entirely and others were 
yellow blocks (proceed with caw 
tion).” 

He said he had received inatruc- 
tions from ai dispatcher “that 
phones and the block system were 
all down or out and to proceed at 
restricted speed.“ 

Conductor Rogers, questioned at 
Bothwell Hospital, where he is ree 
cuperating from arm and back in- 
juries and shock, testified that the 
second section stopped for no 
block signals from Clarksburg to 
the point of collision, 14 miles 
away. 

Dougherty recalled that train. 
men of the first section had testi. 
fied there were 24 red blocks be- 
tween Elston and the scene of 
the collision, 35 miles away. 

“Under the rules,” Dougherty 
told the conductor, “your train 
should have stopped at each of 
these indications. The speed of 
your train should have alarmed 
you, under the circumstances.”

1947, we have found this pattern. 

“I think,” he continued, “that 
the Administration hag tried to 
becloud the whole issue by doing 
some things that cannot be justi- 
fied——such as publishing the names 
of small traders. We are inter- 
ested in the insiders only. When 
they plunge, their friends go in

Little or no publicity is given to 
the Polish Communist Politburo.. 
It is a replica of its Soviet parent. 
Built on military lines, the Polit- 
buro functions as a wartime gen- 
eral staff. As an army, it plans 
operations, issues orders and en- 
forces their execution. Its plans 
are secret. Only top rank officials 
are in on the know. 

The technique employed is the 


same followed by every country 


which has a Communist party. 


One of its most dangerous as- i 
pects is the political education of 


its armed forces. In the Polish 

Army, for instance, political edu- 

cation comes before military train- 

ing. Officers of the armed forces 

are picked men, taught and dis- 
ciplined in Soviet methods. 
Propaganda grade. 

Press and radio 


ganda. 
Government becomes in 
era, the greater becomes the 
Poles’ faith in the Western demo- 
cratic way of life. 

Conversely, the new Polish offl- 
cer-class, Russian-trained and con- 
ditioned, manifests hatred of all 
things democratig. 

Behind the Iron Curtain, I 
found much to admire in the Pol- 
ish people and a great deal to 
condemn in their administration. 

The Poles themselves are work- 
ing feverishly on the reconstruc- 
tion of their country. Peasants 
work their strips of land, using 
the most primitive implements, for 
‘tractors are scarce in this country 
where men and women do the 
work of horses, and where horses 
replace machines. 

T saw miners and foundry work- 
ers in the industrial areas of l- 
lesia, employed six days a week 
for eight hours a day, frantically 
striving to produce the commodi- 
ties which will turn Poland from 
a poor agricultural country into 
an industrial one. , 

I saw the grimmest poverty in 
Warsaw, Poland's capital, where 
many go shoeless, where crippled 
and deformed children from 7 
years old upwards beg on the 
streets, where the old and maimed 
beg for a few. zloties which will 
buy them bread to etave off star- 
vation. 

Luxuries for Rich. 

T also saw shops filled to over- 
flowing with poultry, meat, cakes 
and cream-filled pastries such as 
the luxury-starved Briton has not 
seen for years. The well-off can 
buy these good things and can 
visit the luxurious and expensive 
restaurants, but the well-to-do are 
a. minute proportion of the 24,- 
000,000 population, most of whom 
live on a standard which is incon- 
ceivably low even for Europe. 

It is not economic conditions 
which .makes the average Pole 
loathe the Government. For cen- 
turies the Pole has fought for his 
freedom. For centuries he has 
seen his country invaded, con- 
quered and divided. He now feels 
that his country is just another 
pawn for Russia to move on the 
international chess board. 

Poland's solution? There are 
only two possibilities. War and 
the defeat of the Soviet Union is 
the one Poles mention most fre- 
quently. The other is the United 
Nations and world opinion. Poland 
can never expect to have a freely 
elected democratic government 
unless Russia is forced to relax 
its strangle grip on its neighbora.

seizure of nine men and 120,963 
pounds of explosives. 

Authorities said they were sure 
the explosives had been destined 
for use in the undeclared war in 
Palestine. They said they, be- 
lieved the arrests had brok a 
smoothly functioning organization 
that may have been making arms 
shipments for some time. 

FBI agents captured eight of 
the men and 71,900 pounds of ex- 
plosives—described by Army au- 
thorities, as cyclamite, a plastic 
wartime development—at a lone- 
ly New Jersey farm. A truck 
and driver with 49,063 pounds 
more of cyclamite were seized in 
Asbury Park, N.J. 

Police said two more truck- 
loads of the explosives were 
known to have been obtained 
yesterday from the Seneca Ord- 
nance Works, Romulus, N. V., a 
war surplus depot. An eight- 
state police alarm was sent out to 
intercept them.

rector of the division of welfare, 
said today. , 

The welfare division was in- 
atructed ig the resolution to re- 
store a 10 per cent cut in old age 
pensions and a 33 1-3 per cent re- 
duction in dependent children's 
aid for the remainder of the cur- 


rent fiscal year, ending June 30. 
It also ordered that the cuts be 
restored aa of last November. | 


Carter said the full payments 
allowed by law could not begin 
with the current January checks 
because the checks had been pre- 
pared already. The restorations | 
will increase the average pension | 
fyom $32.64 to $35.80 a month. The 
average aid-to-dependent-children | 
payments from $11.90 to $17.80 a 
month for each child. 

Back Payments of $9.75. 

Additional checks restoring the 
amounts cut from old age pen- 
‘sions in November, December and 
January will be mailed to the 
115,700 recipients with the regular | 
February pension checks. The | 
cuts averaged about $3.25 a month, | 
sO) the average supplemental 
checks for the three back months 
will be about $9.75. 


The Welfare Division, Carter 
added, will attempt to include the 
retroactive payments restoring 
cuts to recipients of aid for de- 
pendent children with the Febru- 
ary A. D.C. checks. However, he 
said, because of the large amount 
of accounting work involved, it is 
possible only the November resto- 
ration ill be ready when the 
February A. D.C. checks are mailed, | 
In that event, checks covering the | 
December and January retroac- | 
tive restorations will be mailed 
with the March A. D.C. payments, 
he said, 

Checks covering the A.D.C. cuts 
for the three months will vary in 
amounts, depending upon the num- 
ber of dependent children in each. 
family receiving aid. A mother 
with one dependent child will re- 
ceive a supplemental payment of | 
$24 for the three months, while a 
mother with two dependent chil- | 
dren will receive $39, 

No Direct Relief Increase. 


The pension and A. D.C. redue- 
tions were made because of in- 
adequate appropriations for these 
programs during the present fis- 
cal year. The current appropria- 
tion for unemployable direct relief 
recipients also is inadequate, per- 
mitting payment of only 52 per 
cent of their minimum subsistence 
needs. The Legislature, however, 
ignored the need for additional re- 
lief funds, taking care only of the 
politically - expedient restorations 
to pensioners and A. D.C. recipi- 
ents. 

Although Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats voted unariimously for the 
resolution in both houses, they

HEN Hitler attacked Russia on June 22, 1941, climaxing a 
series of inter-Axis political clashes of which we had been 
informed by the Polish underground, Winston Churchill went 


immediately to the radio to welcome the Soviets to the side of the 


what leas enthusiastic view. 


Sumner Welles reported, “In the 
Opinion of this Government, any 
rallying of the forces opposite 
Hitierism, from whatever source 
they may spring, will hasten the 
downfall of the German leaders 
and will thergfore be to the bene- 
tit of our own defense and ge- 

curity.” ° 

Our Polish Government in exile 
had something to say, too, in be- 
half of the country most deeply 
concerned. Poland had been de- 
based by both Germans and Rus- 
sians. In addition to unprece- 
dented cruelties to our civilians, 
the Nazis and the Communists 
had divided Poland in two with 
the Ribbentrop-Molotov line, It 
was stil divided on June 22. 

Our cabinet met in London and 
made up ita mind. Our Prime 
Minister, Gen, Sikorski, issued a 
statement. 

Poland, he said, did not rule out 
the possibility of an understand- 
ing with the U.. S. R., but, unlike 
Britain and the United States, we 
had certain conditions to present. 
Russia, Sikorski said, must recog- 
nize again the Treaty of Riga, 
which established the border the 
Red army had crossed in 1939. 
Russia must also set free the 1,500,- 
000 Polish men and women the 
R had driven into Russia in 
1939 for slave labor and worse. 
Polish prisoners of war in the 
U.S. S. R. must be freed and given 
every opportunity to renew the 
battle against the Germans, 

The conditions we offered were 
most certainly generous, We had 
ruled out reparations and indem- 
nities, though entitled to both. 
We had promised to forgive, if 
not forget, that Molotov in 1939 
had said “Poland, as an indepen- 
dent state, is doomed forever;” 
that the Reds had stabbed us in 
the back; had cold-bloodedly ap- 
propriated half of our country 
(with which it held a non- 
aggression pact), burned our 
cities, killed our people and driven 
many others into pitiless serfdom. 


Bome Conditions Rejected. 


But to our astonishment, when 
we sat down with Russian Am- 
basseador Ivan Maisky in London 
to draw up our new pact with 
this huge new bedfellow in the 
camp of the Allies, we learned 
that Russia was not willing to 
accept all of our conditions. 

Stunned and unbelieving, we 
asked Anthony Eden to help us 
obtain this bare minimum of de- 
mands, but found him immersed 
in almost the romantic enthusi- 
asm f Churchill himself — 
over thé very presence of the Rus- 
sians in the war against Germany. 

We objected, but were asked to 
remain ailent in the interests of 
“Allied unity” — a phrase used 
faithfully by the western powers 
and abused by the Russians from 
the very beginning of their forced 
fight against Hitler. 

We remained silent, 
compromised. 

The pact which Sikorski signed 
with Maisky in London on July 
30, 1941, provided, among other 
things, that: 

1. The Soviet Government rec- 
ognized that the Soviet-German 
treaties of 1939 as to territor- 
ial changes in Poland (the Rib- 
bentrop-Molotov line) had lost 
their validity; and 

2. “The Soviet Government grant- 
ed an amnesty” to all Polish citi- 
zens imprisoned in the U.S. S. R. 
“A valuable contribution to the 
Allied cause,” Eden said enthus- 
iastically. 

But, to us, it Was a moral de- 
feat. It was the beginning of the 
appeasement of Russia which con- 
tinues to this day. 

We had asked for Russia's rec- 
ognition of the 1921 boundaries by 
name, not just a dissolution of the 
Ribbentrop-Molotov line, and we 
fought the inclusion of the word 
“amnesty” in the new pact, for it 
made it appear that Russia was 
doing a generous thing in releas- 
ing 1,500,000 Polish citizens they 
had criminally carried off to oap- 
tivity. 

We failed, and could not raise 
our voice, Three members of our 
cabinet resigned in protest. The 
rest of us stayed, hoping that the 
handwriting that seemed so plain 
to us on the wall of history was 
somehow an illusion, 

Gen. Sikorski lived for the day 
when Polish armies, re-formed in 
Russia, would fight at the side of 
Red army men, and that in the 
heat of battle the two groups 
would be united as understanding 
brothers. * 

Mil Pact Signed. 

With that in mind, he set about 
the of providing a Polish- 
Sovfet military agreement, which 
on Aug. 14, 1941, was signed in 
Moscow. It was agreed that: 

1. A Polish army would be or- 
ganized immediately in Russia;

Between the time of these two 
pacts, our Ambassador to Russia, 
Stanislaw Kot, who, thgugh a 
sick man, had flown across Ger- 
many to get to his post, was busy 
with the task of releasing and 
caring for the multitudes of Poles 
imprisoned in Russia. Gen, Wlady- 
slaw Anders, the great soldier 
who had been named commander 
in chief of the Polish army in 
Russia by Gen. Sikorski, scoured 
the country for his old troops and 
other Poles fits to fight. 

In London, our misgivings 
mounted as we began receiving 
reports from Kot and Anders that 
the Russians were releasing our 
people with grudging reluctance. 

The tone of our first pact with 
the new ally continued to be a 
source of alarm, and when Freal- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill met to fashion their 
Atlantic Charter, we hoped for 
better days. 

The precepts of that charter are, 
of course, familiar to all, Suffice 
it to say that it calls for “no ter- 
ritorial changes that do not ac- 
cord with the freely-expressed 
wishes of the peoples concerned” 
and the “right of all peoples” to 
choose the type of government 
under which they will live, and 
promises that “sovereign rights 
and self-government will be re- 
stored to those who have been 
forcibly deprived of them.“ 

les Sought Clarity, 

Our efforts to get the British 
and United States Governments 
to clarify—for the Russian mind— 
the spirit and letter of the pact 
we signed, were generally without 
avail. * 
Neither country was in a mood 
to speak bluntly to Russia, though 
Russia, now in full retreat before 
the German forces, might have 
been attentive, It was in sore need 
of Allied aid. 

But the best we could get out of 
Washington was Welles's state- 
ment that it was the “understand- 
ing“ of the United States that the 
Polish-Boviet pact meant that our 
country's old borders would be re- 
established after the war. Eden 
said in Commons, “There is 
no guarantee of frontiers.” 

In Moscow, a representative of 
the American Red Cross waa re- 
buffed three times when he sought 
permission to send food, clothing 
and medical supplies to the Poles 
in Russia. 

The Soviet authorities plainly re- 
garded the Red Cross as a “for- 
eign agent” secretly bent on spy- 


ing and meddling in the domestic 
affairs of the U.S.S.R.

Hir Power Potential, Expert Says 


soviet Freedom to Fly Over One-Sixth of 
Earth’s Land Mass, With Other Nations

Cooper, in one of a series. of 
talks sponsored by the Library of 
Congress, gave Russia the top po- 
tential rating to a large extent be- 
cause of its vast land area. He 


put it this way: 


“No single asset is more impor- 
tant to air power than the size 
of a nation’s territory. This is 
particularly true if national ter- 
ritory is included in a single land 
mass. Every nation has the right 
under the doctrine of airspace sov- 
ereignty to reserve for itself air 
traffic in ite own territory. 

“The larger the national land 
mass, the more the internal air 
traffic of the nation is developed, 
thus building a>reserve supply of 
aircraft usable elsewhere in an 
emergency, as well as the aircraft 
maintenance and manufacturing 
industries needed to support its 
internal aviation. Air power builds 
and rebuilds itself, 

“The location of national terri- 
tory also directly affects capacity 
to fly and air power, Of any two 
nations, otherwise equal, that na- 
tion will have the greater air 
power which is so located that it 


can normally reach the larger 
number of its foreign air objec- 
tives with leas flying and more dl- 
rect routes, particularly if such 
routes need not cross intermediate 
foreign territory. 

Freedom of Movement, 

“The length and location of a 
nation’s ocean boundaries are 
therefore of the greatest im- 
portance. Over a boundary separ- 
ating national territory from that 
of another nation aircraft may 
fly only when political permission 
has been obtained. But over 
boundaries facing the sea a nation 
has complete freedom of air ac- 
tion and may fly when and where 
it wishes. 

“The territory of the Soviet 
Union occupies about one-sixth of 
the land surface of the world, In 
area it is approximately equal to 
all of North America, From the 
Black Sea in its southwest corner 
to Bering Strait separating the 
Pacific and the Arctic oceans at 
the northeast corner is about the 
same distance as from Seattle on 
the Pacific to Paris beyond the 
Atlantic. 

“The Soviet Union has the long- 
est shorelines in the world. While 
the thousands of miles of its Arc- 
tic shores may be useless as an 
asset of sea power, they are not 
useless as an asset.of air power. 
Russian aircraft may fly north- 
ward across the Arctic toward 
Greenland and Canada and east- 
ward across the Pacific toward 
Alaska and continental United, 
States as and when they wish. 

“Aircraft with a range of 5000 
miles, flying from bases within 
this single great Soviet land mass, 
could reach any point in Europe, 
any point in Asia including Japan 
and The Netherlands. East In- 
dies, any point in Alaska, Canada 
and continental United States, 


most of Mexico, and any point in 


Africa as far south as Johannes- 
burg. From an airfield on the So- 
viet central Arctic coast aircraft 
with a range of 4500 miles: could 
reach all of Canada and any point

States as “unique” in that it has 
great freedom of action because of 
its ocean boundaries but is hand- 
capped by the fact that Alaska 
and Hawail, “two of its most im- 
portant air power geographic fac- 
tors,” are physically disconnected 
from the main land mass.

HE geographic air power potential of the Soviet Union “is quite 
beyond that of any other nation,” in the opinion of John C. 
Cooper, aviation executive and writer, of Princeton, N. J. 


Great Britain's real air power 
handicaps, Cooper said, On the 
contrary, the position of Germany 
is “excellent,” he added. 

Cooper defined air power as 
“the total ability of a nation. to 
fly,” and argued that military and 
civillan aviation are supported by 
the same elements of national 
power and are indivisible. He 
held that the air power of a 
nation will continue to exist “so 
long as that nation has first, the 
political right to fly and to con- 
trol its own airspace, and second, 
the physical capacity to fly.” 

Politica! Right to Fly. 

The extent of a nation’s political 
right to fly Cooper described ds 

very real international ques- 
tion, inasmuch as each nation has 
sovereignty over the air above it 
and its possessions. He noted, 
as an illustration, that Russia can 
exclude other nations from the 
use of one-sixth of the world's 
land area and at the same time 
can share with other nations the 
right to fly in the airspace over 
the high seas, 

In addition to geographic con- 
ditions, Cooper listed as important 
determinants of potential § air 
power economic and natural re- 
sources, including raw materials 
for manufacture; rubber and 
petroleum, and manpower, espe- 
cially in young men. 

He warned that the United 
States must stockpile such mate- 
rials as it might be deprived of 
in case of war and that some 
solution must be found for the 
problem of our declining aircraft 
industry. 

“An efficient air manufacturing 
industry is absolutely essential to 
the continued capacity of the 
United States to fly and there- 
fore to its air power,” he said. 

Cooper spoke Wednesday night.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 9 (AP)— 
The Navy is so short of enlisted 
men that it could not put both its 
biggest aircraft carriers to sea 
without borrowing from other 
ships, says R. Adm. Thomas L. 
Sprague,

Sprague, personnel chief, told a 
reporter yesterday that the Navy 
is undergoing a tremendous turn- 
over in enlisted personnel, with 
its strength down to 362,000 from 
last July's peak of 434,000—and 
the low point still ahead.

oint has been overlooked. A pub- 
lc man who stands above politics 
enjoys a quite unusual power of 
what may be called virtuous black- 
mail over his colleagues down in 
the political mire. Two public 
men, both standing above politics, 
and acting together, can wield 
persuasions strong enough to re 
duce all the Speaker Martins, Rep- 
resentative Browns and Senator 
Wherrys to a condition of happy 
pliability. Disinterestedness is so 
rare a quality that it justly has its 
special perquisites. 


The real question is not whether 

arshall and Vandenberg (who 
must be the protagonists) are able 
to get the European Recovery Pro- 
gram through Congress, The quea- 
tion is, rather, whether they are 
prepared to employ these strong 
persuasions, which must be their 
chief weapon in dealing with 
those who will not listen to rea- 
son. The signs suggest that they 
are 80 prepared, 

Viewed as Showdown Fight. . 


From those close to Secretary 
Marshall, authoritative word has 
come that he regards the fight 
ahead as the final showdown. If 
the European Recovery Program 
is even dangerously reduced or re- 
stricted, he has privately said that 
he would not be responsible for 
the consequences, 

It is Secretary Marshall's known 
conviction that a reduced or re- 
stricted Recovery Program will 
defeat the aims of American for- 
elgn policy, and bring disaster to 
the world, There ia no reason why 
he should remain silent in office, 
presiding over a disaster against 
which he has warned. There is 
equally no reason why these rather 
pertinent facts should not be 


made to penetrate even the most 
impenetrable congressional skulls, 


The effect of such a move can 
be easily imagined. Perhaps Hen- 
ry Agard Wallace, mooning among 
his fellow travelers, and the song 
bird Senator Glenn Taylor of 
Idaho, may be exceptions, but 
there are no other American poli- 
ticians, even among the most ex- 
treme isolationists, who would 
care to have Secretary Marshall 
pin upon them and their friends 
the public responsibility for dis- 
aster to the United States. If 
they fear any such result as that, 
they are likely to come around, 

Vandenberg’s Position. 

As for Senator Vandenberg, his 
position is mcre complex. He 
stands above politics, but he is 
still, by origin and training, a 
leader of the Republican party. 
His isolationist epublican col 
leagues are hard at work to make 
this conflict within Vandenberg 
operate in their favor. 

Not long ago, a semi-formal 
deputation of several Senators 
waitcd upon him for this purpose, 
headed by Senator C. Wayland 
Brooks of Illinois, It must have 
amused Vandenberg to have Col, 
Robert R. McCormick’s peculiar 
protege asking him for terms, ton- 
sidering that Brooks's master 
long ago relegated Vandenberg to 
the rather numerous and distine 
guished Benedict Arnold class. 

Vandenberg made no terms with 
Brooks, but neither did he give 


him the rude answer he deserved. 


The reason was the special, and 
extremely astute strategy Van- 
denberg has adopted for the big 
fight. On the one hand, in ace 
cordance with thie strategy, he 
will retain his independence of 
the Administration, in order to 
retain his authority in his party, 
but, on the other hand, he wil

Second, there tof the ever-growing 
problem of inflation, Voluntary controls 
are a failure, Prices are as high as the 
highest black market prices of the war 
years. Well-enforced governmental con- 
trols appear to be the only solution, 

Last, definitely not least, is the ne- 
cessity for passing and putting into 
action the Marshall plan. It is being 
used as a political brickbat tossed about 
by the two parties, Early 1048 is the 
time to stop this political pilfering and 
take action on the plan for European 
recovery. It is a security measure for 
our own survival to do a good job 
abroad, 

Out of neceasity 1048 must see the set- 
tlement of these three vital issues.

Science Gallops Ahead 


The slow, ritualistic movements of the diplo- 
mats in Moscow, London and New York have 
accomplished but little for the world. The 
swift, technical strides of the scientists—in the 
same time—have done much to prepare the 
world for the destruction that will befall it in 
the event of World War III. Completely re- 
futed are Alfred Lord Tennyson’s words that: 

Science moves but slowly, slowly, 
Creeping on from point to point, 

So fast is the race for tomorrow’s air suprem- 
acy being waged on the drawing boards, in the 
laboratories and over the proving grounds that 
the casual civilian has but little conception of 
the progress in research and invention. 

The latest word is that a United States Army 
plane has flown faster than the speed of sound— 
760 miles an hour. This piercing of the so- 
called sonic barrier is the first faltering step 
across a mysterious threshold and into a myriad 
of problems. Jet and rocket planes, with their 
terrific speeds, abound in engineering and mili- 
tary problems. They require metals in which 
the United States is deficient. Such is one road- 
block that might confront an effort to attain 
mass production of jet planes. 

Along another line, World War II bombs 
dropped from fast postwar planes have had their 
directional vanes torn off by air blast. That 
called for redesign of bombs. Weapons set in 
jet planes have had their vibrational and sight- 
ing problems. Navigation may become a matter 
of split-second thinking and similar accuracy in 
other respects. 

Radar, which played a major part in winning 
the Battle of Britain, also is making tremendous 
strides. The United States Army Signal Corps 
has announced that radar ranges, restricted to 
little more than 100 miles in. the war, have been 
extended until “it is possible to detect high- 
flying missiles 1000 miles away.” The German 
V-2, which came hurtling out of the strato- 
sphere, could be detected with the new radar, 
according to the Signal Corps. 

In World War II, radar soon enabled the anti- 
Ureraft artillery and the fighter pilots to take 
the measure of the V-I. There was a saying that 
anything that could be detected could be knocked 
down, Of course, trying to get an artillery 
shell or a counter-missile to connect in midair 
with a V-2 is still another problem. But the 
science of fire control also has advanced. Only 
last September the Navy, in announcing its mys- 
terious “radac,” said: “A technical revolution 
is in progress in the field of automatic comput- 
ors which will result in computing equipment 
of almost unlimited accuracy and many hun- 
dreds of times the capacity of any previously 
developed. Fire control and missile control will 
be radically affected.” 

Dr. Lawrence R. Hafstad of Johns Hopkins 
University, and also a member of the Joint 
Research and Development Board, commented 
earlier in September that radio technique might 
well contain the defense against launched mis- 
siles. In October, W. M. Allen, president of 
Boeing Aircraft Co., announced his company 
was working on a new type of guided missile 
to protect crowded cities. 

It has been the history of warfare that for 
every weapon a counter-weapon has been de- 
veloped. As an example, there is the bombing 
plane and the proximity fuse, The United States 
developed the proximity fuse, which causes a 
shell to explode as soon as the shell arrives 
within effective range of its target. The enemy 
lacked this counter-weapon. Had they possessed 
it, our clouds of planes which bombed Germany 
and Japan so effectively might have failed in 
many of their missions. 

So, until world disarmament becomes a real- 
ity, let the scientists and the technicians of this 
country. continue to seek out with utmost dili- 
gente the secrets of this supersonic and elec- 
tronic age. If the United States outstrips the 
world in the application of science to defense, 
the danger of World War III will be greatly re- 


duced. 


The Big American Throat 


When it chose Secretary Marshall's as the 
most typically American voice, the National 
Academy of Vocal Arts did as well as it could, 
we suppose, if it were going to choose any one 
person’s voice. But to us the most typically 
American voices are not those of any individuals, 
they come from the great generic throat, they 
are prototypes, 

For our money, therefore, the typical Ameri- 
can voices are those of the commencement 
speaker, a mellow, even-paced drone in the light, 
lifting June air; the belligerent authoritative- 
ness of the umpire yelling “Strike three and 
you're out!“; and the telephone operator’s calmly 
impersonal intonation, “There seems to be some 
trouble on your call; will you please hang up and 
dial again?” 
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For Sensible Milk Inspection 

When a dairy farmer describes the St. Louls 
Health Department's inspectors as members of a 
“Gestapo,” it is time to pay attention, And 
when his testimony is backed up by that of the 
representatives of scored and scores of other 
dairy farmers, it should begin to be clear that 
all is not well with the way Dr. Joseph Bredeck’s 
employes are enforcing the St. Louis milk 
ordinance. 

Because of the alarming way in which milk 
producers of the area are avoiding this market, 
the Post-Dispatch has called attention to this 
situation time and time again. It has done so on 
the basis of the findings of acknowledged, disin- 
terested experts in the field. Now the findings 
of these men are being supported by testimony 
before the Citizens’ Milk Investigating Commit- 
tee. And there is more evidence along the same 
line still to come. 

No question of breaking down the milk ordi- 
nance is involved here. That ordinance is abso- 
lutely essential to the health of the community, 
and as such it must be defended. But there is 


. such a thing as capricious, unreasonable enforce- 


ment of a good law. And that does not serve 


the public interest, 
As was pointed out to the committee, such en- 


forcement in the present case actually is self- 

defeating. Milk producers barred from the St. 

Louls market by Dr. Bredeck’s inspectors are 

selling their product to Chicago which also has

a milk inspection ordinance. And because of the 
local shortage, milk is being bought in the Chi- 
cago market and shipped back here, That would 
seem.to be a very good reason for rationalizing 
St. Louis inspection practices. It is to be hoped 
that the citizens’ committee, when it completes 
its hearings, will recommend just that. 
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Secretary Marshall's Warning 

In effect, the Secretary of State yesterday 
warned Congress that not the taxpayers of the 
United States, but the power-grabbers of the 
Soviet Union will be the beneficiaries of pro- 
crastination and parsimony in connection with 
the adoption of the Marshall plan for European 
recovery. 

It is something that needs saying since it 
would be an ironic comedy—on a tragic scale— 
if congréssional “economizers” were unwittingly 
to play the Russians’ game. There would be a 
laugh in it only for Stalin and his associates of 
the Politburo. 

Yet that could happen. Already President 
Truman has been persuaded to ask Congress to 
finance the foreign aid program for only 15 
months. This despite the fact that it was brought 
forward as.a long-range policy—a counterpoise 
to the Soviets’ five-year thinking. 


Is there not a danger that Europeans may in- 
terpret this retreat, made for reasons of domes- 
tic political strategy, as an indication that they 
cannot count on United States co-operation until 
the job in Europe is done? Is there not a danger 
that temporizing in Washington will force tem- 
porizing in Europe, that it may put the whole’ 
program on a makeshift basis and thus increase 
its cost and lessen its chances of success? 


It is true enough, as is now being argued in 
some Washington quarters, that the Eightieth 
Congress cannot absolutely commit its succes- 
sors so far as appropriations are concerned. But 
it can declare long-range national policy, leaving 
its year-to-year monetary implementation to 
later Congresses. This has been done time and 
time again in connection with river controls, na- 
tional parks, farm price supports, highway pro- 
grams, labor policy and the like. Now Congress 
should make a similar declaration of long-range 
intention in the foreign field. 

At the same time, it should make a fully ade- 
quate allocation of funds for the 15 months 
ahead. The Secretary spoke wisely when he 
said of whittled-down measures: “Either under- 
take to meet the requirements of this problem 
or don’t undertake it at all.” 

Grudging, belated or inadequate aid might 
well be a squandering of the taxpayers’ money 
because it would not buy what the taxpayers 
want—a rehabilitated Europe essential to West- 
ern prosperity. Adequate and certain aid, made 
so by a solemn declaration of congressional in- 
tent, can, on the other hand, pay those dividends 
of peace and progress without which the future 
is not to be contemplated.

If the Republicans go through with their plan 
to campaign on the slogan, “Vote Republican in 
1948—Save what's left,” it ought not be long 
before some bright Democrat counters with, 
Vote Democratic—Save what's right.” 
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High-Handed Stuff in Arkansas 


Secretary of State Hall of Arkansas has got 
hold of a thoroughly undemocratic idea in his 
proposal to bar Henry Wallace from the ballot 
in that state. Mr. Hall's idea is based on a still 
worse statute which has been upheld by the 
Arkansas Supreme Court. 

The statute says the Secretary of State shall 
determine, by his own methods, whether any 
political party advocates overthrow of the gov- 
ernment by force, and. if it does it must be 
denied a place on the ballot. : 

This statute would give the Secretary of State 
the powers of the legislature to prescribe meth- 
ods, the powers of the courts to construe the act, 
the powers of the grand jury to indict, the pow- 
ers of the prosecutor to arraign, and the powers 
of court and jury to decide whether the accused 
were guilty or innocent. 

Under such a statute, an official who was de- 
termined and unscrupulous enough could outlaw 
all political parties except one and set up single- 
party government, as existed in Nazi Germany 
and Fascist Italy and exists now in oligarchic 
China and Communist Russia. 

Secretary Hall proposes to outlaw the Wallace 
ticket because “it has been alleged in many 
circles that he advocates the principles of the 
Communist party.” If everyone were to be 
barred from the ballot who had been so accused, 
there would be precious little left of government 
by the people, 

The Arkansas statute on which Secretary Hall 
relies is plainly illegal, and the United States 
Supreme Court should have the earliest oppor- 
tunity to say so.

Panamanians favor the United States and want to see the Canal 
defended, writes one of them; agreement on bases, however, was 
rejected because they resent patronizing attitude and color line: 
hopes Americans will gain in understanding and thus solve problem. 


A Letter to the Post-Dispatch 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a Panamanian and a Latin American, 
I want to give the Panamanian point of 
view on the problem of American bases, 


We people of Panama do like the people 
of the United States. We are willing to 
give the bases needed for the defense of 
the Canal, under such conditions that our 
dignity and pride as an independent nation 
are well preserved. But believe me, the 
policy of the United States in relation to 
Panama has not been the best for the im- 
provement of the relations of both peoples. 


1. You took to Panama, to the Canal 
Zone, your racial discrimination. You ex- 
tended the term “colored people” not only 
to the Negroes but to all Panamapians and 
other Latin Americans. In this way, we 
Panamanians have been discriminated 
against for 40 years by the North Ameri- 
cans in our own country, This is too bad, 
is it not? 


Only Second-Rate Jobs 


2. In the Canal Zone, in the very heart 
of Panama, live many thousands of colt! 
zens of the United States, working for the 
Government. Very few of them have 
learned to speak Spanish, or have friends 
among the Panamanians, even after 20 
years in Panama. They have their own 
circle and they do not care about improv- 
ing the relations between both peoples. 


8. Canal Zone authorities have never 
given a really good job or an important 
position to a Panamanian, In many cases, 
the Panamanian does the work and the 
North American gets the glory and the 
money. There has been some change in 
this attitude during the last few years, but 


not enough to make us forget. 


4. In the Canal Zone schools the Spanish 
language is not offered until the seventh 
grade, and then as an elective only. Many 
North Americans born in the Canal Zone 
have never learned a word of Spanish and 
know as much about Panama as Mars, 


Education Fosters Pride 


The United States does not understand 
the Latin American people, and worse, does 
not try to understand them. 


Why blame Communism for the rejection 
of the base agreement by the National As- 
sembly of Panama? Communism had 
nothing to do with this affair, Blame our 
national system of education, blame the 
influence which the education of the 
United States has had over Panamanian 
education by means of the many teachers 
who have come to this country and who 
have taken to Panama the democratic 


philosophy you have in your schools. 


Blame the spread of education in Pan- 
ama for this awakening of a civic and na- 
tional conscience in the masses, through 
the activities of the students of secondary 
schools and the university. We have a 
high percentage of students in our high 
schools. Teachers and students at all 
levels of education are working together 
in the reconstruction of our nation, Blame 
the attitude of the Panamanian Govern- 
ment, which tried to impose the agree- 
ment by force, Blame the agreement it- 
self because it was not good for us. 


Economic Sanctions Deplored 


Believe me, Panamaniang are friends of 
the people of the United States, but we 
want to be understoall. We are proud of 
our little nation as you are proud of your 
big and powerful country. Our only 
strength is our dignity as a free people, 
and we have to preserve it, 


Believe me, the economic sanctions the 
United States is trying to impose on Pan- 
ama after the rejection of the agreement 
will not help to improve relations, We 
want good relations, In 1041, when the 
war was imminent, the Panamanians, with- 
out any vacillation, gave the United States 
about 60 bases for the defense of the canal, 
The withdrawa f the soldiers and ma- 
rines from th@ bases after the rejection of 
the agreement was a good and wise action; 
but the economic sanctions are not good. 


Hope for the Future 


This is the point of view of a Panaman- 
lan. I am sure it is the point of view of 
the majority of my people, 

I hope we are going to have a better un- 


derstanding in the future, I hope we are 
going to have a new agreement on the 


bases, but a new agreement which will not’ 


make us blush before our own conscience

THE SPRING BEGINS, by Helen Rich. (Simon & 

Schuster, New York.) 

A gold-mining town in the Colorado 
Rockies is the setting of this first novel 
by Helen Rich, who is herself a resident 
of Breckenridge, Colo. The book's rather 
refreshing charm is assisted by the fact 
that life in an isolated portion of the hemi- 
aphere has all the elements of drama that

There is, after all, a considerable stretch 
of country between Hollywood and Vine 
and Broadway and 42nd street; and the 
people in these hinterlands do much the 
same things and enjoy, in their smaller 
towns, a fame as intense to them as the 
national glare of publicity is to their 
equally frail but better-known contempo- 
raries.

which proves ultimately uncomfortable but 
by no means fatal, she recognizes the merit 
of a sterling character who has been 
around all the time (would he be her bus! 
ness manager in more exalted circles?) and 
makes him the happy man he has every 
right to be. 

She comes out pretty well, having suf- 
fered only “enough to keep the reader in- 
terested, but not enough to cause irrepar- 
able ruin. Of course the boarding-house 
ia to be given up, whereas the best we 
could manage for our hypothetical night 
club would be to close it for the summer 
while the really good trade is out of town— 
but those detalla could easily be worked

The President, in making his 
claim of a year ago, referred to 
the peak construction of 1926. In 
that boom year, 849,000 units were 
started. The real peak in that 
period appears to have been in 
1925, when the number of family 
housing units started was 937,000. 

Thus, 1947 was under both those 

eare and under the actual peak 
a wide margin. The meaning 
of this ia clear When we stop to 
think that the need 20 years ago 
was not nearly so great as it is 
today. The population was small- 
er. And World War I did far less 
than World War II in interfering 
with the normal flow of construc- 
tion. 


Truman Didn't Perform.

Tt is easy, of course, to pass the 
blame back and forth.

The Re- 
publicans can pass the knife back 
to the White House. 

In the end, however, no amount 
of fine words can cover up the 
failures.

The orchestral accom- 
paniment was not quite up to the 
standard the organization had set 
for itself in other concerts.

In the Purcell Variations, where 
the various cholrs and the key 
solo instruments were brought 
separately into the foreground, the 
orchestra was at its best both in 
its parts and collectively, Speak- 
ing through a microphone, Mr. 
Chapple provided a running com- 
mentary on the character and 
function of each section as the 
music progressed. The audience 
was obviously absorbed in the 
demonstration. The composition 
had both pedagogical and musical 
ingenuity, 

The performance by the brass 
instruments in the Gabrielli so- 
natas was particularly notable for 
its control; the tone was never 
forced, though there was plenty 
of power in evidence, and the bal- 
ance was perfect. The result was 
a smooth and impressively majes- 
tic rendering of expressive and 
dexterously composed music. 

In addition to the numbers 
mentioned, the orchestra gave 
good performances of Moussorg- 
sky's “Night on Bald Mountain” 
and the Rakoczy March by Ber- 
lioz, Both were cohesive, clear.

BY MRS. ROOSEVELT 


First Step Must Be to End 
Fear of Want, She Says— 
Gets Degree in Canada. 


KINGSTON, Ontario, Jan. 9 
(AP)—All the talents and deter- 
mination of mankind must be 
used to attain peace if mankind 


itself ig to survive, Mrs. Eleanor» 


Roosevelt said in an address here 
yesterday after receiving the hon- 
orary degree of doctor of laws 
from Queen's University. 

If war is to be eliminated, the 
fear of war must be banished, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said, but as a pre- 
liminary to this the fear of want 
must be driven from the minds of 
men. 

“T have come to believe that 
just as long as people have to 
struggle for their next meal, as 
long as they have to live in con- 
ditions which make living a mere 
existence, there cannot be any 
sense of security or of confidence 
amon nations and we cannot 
hope for peace,” she said, 

Mrs. Roosevelt sald the United 
Nations was the responsibility of 
everyone. 

“We must not be depressed by 
failures,” she said, “The interna- 
tional machinery now functioning 
will work exactly as we human 
beings make it work. Where we 
fail, it will fail.” 

Her ‘address was heard by 1500 
atudents of the university where 
President Roosevelt accepted an 
honorary degree 10 years ago.

In an earlier case, also heard 
by Judge Catanzaro, a continu- 
ance of six months was granted 
when attorneys for the Loy-Lange 
Box Co., 222 Russell avenue, said 
it would cost $2400 to install in- 
side toilets at property the firm 


that the property was worth only 
$2500. They indicated it would be 
cheaper to evict the two families 
living in the building. 

Judge Catanzaro told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he did not in- 
tend to fine propefty owners in 
cases of this type if the toilets 
were clean and if enforcement of 
the ordinance, which “has been 
on the books since 1909,” would 
result in evictions “in this time of 
critical housing shortage.”

Mayor Says This Would 
Aid in Relieving City’s 
Plight — Stresses Need 
of More Housing. 


Hope that the St. Louis Roal 
Estate Board would support legis- 
lation that would provide for pay- 
ment of a part of the Missouri 
state income tax to cities and 
counties was expressed by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann at the board's 
annual dinner at Hotel Jefferson 
last night. 

“This legislation would go a 
long way toward relieving the fi- 
nancial distress of the city of St. 
Louls,“ Mayor Kaufmann said. 
“Despite the acute need for addi- 
tional funds, we have thus far 
held that an increase in real 
estate taxes should be a last re- 


sort. Real estate taxes, in effect, 
have enjoyed a frosén status for 
several years. Although assess- 


r 
* 


ments, in some cases, have been 
raised, appeals from them have 
been heard by a board of citl- 
gens.” 

Increasing real estate takes 


would be a simple method of ob- 
taining about $1,500,000 in addi- 
tional revenue, he said. However, 
efforts are being made to raise 
funds by other means because it 
is felt that many persons who do 
not own property have been en- 
joying the benefits of municipal 
services without paying their just 
share of the cost. 


Urges Home Building. 


One of the most valuable serv- 
fces that could be furnished to the 
city by the real estate industry 
would be the construction of large 
numbers of additional homes, 
Mayor Kaufmann said, The city 
has “been doing things backward 
by building Industrial, commercial 
and amusement property for 
homeless people,” he added, 

„Last year’s building record was 
the best, from the point of dollar 
volume, since 1928 in St. Louis,” 
he sald. “Yet only 19 — cent of 
it was for dwellings. @ are los- 
ing new industries because of our 
housing shortage. I hope that this 
year, you who represent the hous- 
ing industry will accept the chal- 
lenge and set a new record for the 
construction of housing.” 

Daniel F. Sheehan of the Dolan 
Co., who was installed as presi- 
dent of the board at the meeting, 
said that “if we are going to solve 
the problems connected wih bring- 
ing new industry here, we must all 
do our best to house both the in- 
dustries and employes properly. It 
is the duty of all of ua to put forth 
extra effort to bulld and finance 
homes. 

Industry and West Coast, 


“Industry wants a location in 
the central part of the country be- 
cause it is safer, yet many indus- 
tries are moving to the Weat 
Coast because housing ia being 
built at a faster rate there than in 
the Midwest. If we build housing 
for both industries and employes, 
we will all profit by having a more 
diverisified and stable industrial 
situation When the next depres 
sion comes.” 

James C. Downs Jr. of Chicago, 
real estate analyst, predicted a 
continued increase in building 
costs and prices of homes during 

He said that sales of resi- 
dential property will continue in 
large volume during the yéar.

After they left the cafe, Van De 
Ven said, Coppedge followed him 
and started a fight. Then the 
efendant entered his automobile, 
rove it over the curb, struck Van 
De Ven and ran over his right 
leg, the complaining witness tes- 
tified He said Coppedge then 
drove away in his automobile. 
Coppedge told the court Van De 
Ven stepped in front of his auto- 
mobile, and when he stopped the 
machine, the prosecuting witness 
pulled him out of the machine and 
started the fight. The defendant 
said that when the fight was over, 
he re-entered his machine and 
drove away. Coppedge denied he 
ran over Van De Ven. 


KNUTSON WANTS EXPLANATION 
OF TARIFFS IN TRADE PACT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (Af) — 
Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, today put before the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, which he heads, a resolution 
calling on the State Department 
to say how it arrived at the new 
duties in the 18-nation trade pact 
which became effective Jan. 

“If they sold us down the river,” 
Knutson told reporters, “we are 
certainly going to put some safe- 
guards in the reciprocal trade law 
before we renew it.” 

Knutson drafted his resolution 
as a preliminary step to commit- 
tee hearings on extension of the 
trade agreements act, which will 
expire ia June. President Truman 
told Congress Wednesday that 
continuation of the 14-year-old 
statute is of “extreme im- 
portance.”

Oliver Laue, 
explained, adding that she and her 
husband want to get to know the 
girl also before the young pair set 
up their own home. 
Laue, a veteran of three years’ 
Army service, now a driver of a 
Post-Dispatch delivery truck, took 
part in the closing stages of the 
war in Europe and then was sent 
to a rest camp at Verviers, It was 
love at first sight with him and he 
visited Miss Rahler several times 
on three-day passes after he had 
moved into Germany, 

Six months before he was to 
come home last May, Laue sought 
Army permission to marry her. 
Pg@rmission arrived—after he was 
on his way home for discharge. 
He started over as a civilian, try- 
ing to beat the Dec. 31 deadline 
for admiagion of fiancees of former 
G. La. Miss Rahier left home Dec. 
20 but had to wait in England un- 
til Jan. 1 for the Mauretania, which 
arrived in New York Wednesday. 
Since she was still in England 
at the deadline, Laue was not cer- 
tain Miss Rahier would be ad- 
mitted under the 90-day “parole” 
allowed other prospective brides 
who had left Europe but had not 
arrived in the United States by 
Dec. 31.

1947 COAL OUTPUT BELIEVED 
TO BE NEAR 1944 RECORD 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
The Nationai Coal Association to- 
day revifed its estimate of 1947 
bituminous production upward to 
619,000,000 tons, raising the possl- 
bility that final figures will fall 
only slightly short of an annual 
record, 

The association last week esti- 
mated the 1947 production at 617,- 
000,000 tons, a new peacetime rec- 
ord, The record mark was set in 
1944, when 619,576,000 tons were 
produced, The 1046 production 
was 682,000,000 tons. 

Production in the week ended 
Jan. 3 waa estimated at 11,545,000 
tons, compared with 8,340,000 the 
previous week and 11,489,000 in 
the corresponding week a year 


ago. 
DOMINION HIGH COMMISSIONERS 
TOLD OF BRITISH POLICY SHIFT 


LONDON, Jan. 9 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee and his 
top cabinet officers met the high 
commissioners of the British do- 
minions today and summarized for 
them new but still secret diplo- 
matic decisions aimed at curbing 
the spread of Communism. 

The meeting came less than 24 
hours after the cabinet reviewed 
the difficulties between the West- 
ern powers and Russia in general, 
and the situation in Germany and 
Greece in particular. 

It is customary for ranking 
cabinet ministers to call in the 
high commissioners to acquaint 
them with any decisions affecting 
the whole Hritish commonwealth.

' HE spiraling expenditures 
of the Veterans Administra- 
tion reached a total of 

$7,805,355,201 in the fiscal year 

ended last June 30, more than 

12 times the prewar rate, Ad- 

ministrator Carl R. Gray Jr. 

reported to Congress today. 

A report submitted by Gray, 
who only recently became ad- 
ministrator, showed the agency 
spent: $6,609,161,862 in amounts 
that can be traced state by 
state; $52,304,213 in United 
States possessions; $16,512,003 
in foreign countries; and 
$1,127,377,123 in miscellaneous 
amounts that do not yield to a 
state-by-state analysis, such as 
insurance fund transfers, cer- 
tain readjustment benefits, 
personal funds of patients and 
canteen operations. 

The estimate of expenditures 
in each state included Missouri, 
$211,402,712; Illinois, $330,983,- 
641, and Arkansas, $106,470,991. 

Expenditures in fiscal 1946 
were $4,772,072,219. The agen- 
cy's appropriation for fiscal 
1948 is 36,964, 487,080. 

Disbursemente last year in- 
cluded $1,865,399,805 in compen- 
sation and pension benefits to 
2,354,297 living war veterans, 
and $366,572,976 to the de 
pendents of 566,468 dead vet- 
erans. National service life 
insurance payments on death 
claims totaled $256,732,165 to 
beneficiaries in the United 
States, $822,145 to those in 
United States possessions, and 
$1,249,368 to those living 
: abroad.

21 U.S. OFFICERS TO ADVISE 
CREEK S IN WAR ON REBELS 


General and Others Will Arrive in Few Days 


—Livesay to Urge Partial Army 
Reorganization.

ATHENS, Jan. 9 (UP)—Twenty- 
one American officers—a _ briga- 
dier general and 20 lieutenant 
colonels—will arrive within a few 
days to advise the Greek army 
how to clean out the Communist- 
led guerrillas, Lt. Gen. William 
Livesay has announced. 

Livesay, chief military attache 
to the United States aid mission, 
who returned from consultations 
in Washington Wednesday night, 
said he expected the Greek army, 
with American advice, to subdue 
the guerrillas within a few months. 
“I see no reason why they can- 
not clean up the guerrillas by late 
spring or early summer,” he said 
at a press conference. 

Livesay disclosed that he would 
recommend a partial reorganiza- 
tion of the Greek army, with an 
infantry replacement pool, more 
machine guns and mountain ar- 
tillery for increased firepower and 
national defense corps units to 
free regular garrisons guarding 
towns for combat duty. 

General An Air Force Man. 

Livesay said the 20 American 
Heutenant colonels would be sta- 
tioned with Greek army corps and 
corps staffs after about a week's 
orientation in Athens, The mis- 
sion of the brigadier general was 
not disclosed, but since he is an 
air force man, his arrival may 
presage heavier air operations. 
American officers to arrive later 
will be stationed with the Greek 
army down to divisional levels. 

Livesay said he would work with 
the Greek chief of staff, while 
subordinate American officers 
would sit at the elbow of Greek 
staff officers in corps and divi- 
sions.

Dr. Hyman Meltzer Applies Same 


Principles Used 


in Dealing With 


Parents and Children, in lroning 


Out Problems—Cites Examples

ARGE manufacturing and 
[business organizations are not 

always the “one big happy fam- 
ily” to which their executives re- 
fer proudly, paternally, and plati- 
tudinously at Founders’ day ban- 
quets. They are far more likely 
to be bickering, scrappy families, 
resenting the authority of the 
head of the house, hating each 
other cordially, with some of the 
members of the family even 
threatening to leave home. Often 
there is no democratic give and 


take and what is praised as co- 


operation by the higher-ups is too 

frequently merely compliance, - 
By applying the same principles 

as he applied to parents and chil- 


dren, on juis man, Dr. Hy- 
man M er, s made a special- 
ty of straightening out just such 


family problems on an industrial 
scale, Director of the Psycholog- 
ical Service Center, 4510 Maryland 
avenue, and a lecturer at Wash- 
ington University, Dr. Meltzer is 
one of the foremost leaders in this 
relatively new field of industrial 
psychology; as counselor for four 
St. Louis firms he has ample op- 
portunity to practice what he pro- 
pounds, concerning What he terms 
“the seamy side of human prog- 
ress,” 


“Industry needs psychology. It 
needed it 50 years ago,” Dr. Melt- 
zer says of his favorite subject. 
“Human beings have engineered 
themselves into becoming almost 
inhuman and unless we introduce 
some form of a scientific approach 
eventually we will reach the point 
of self destruction. 

“The typical industry in Amer- 
ica today tends to fall too readily 
into the traditional pattern, let's 
call it the Henry Ford pattern of 
industry,” he continues. “There is 
a delegating of authority from the 
highest level with the most under- 
dog guy at the bottom. All the ca- 
pacity for co-operation hag been 
killed off.” 

In order to regain co-operation, 
a democratic spirit, and improved 
human relations and ultimately 
improved production, Dr. Meltzer 
believes in starting, not at the 


bottom and working up, but at the 
top and working down, . 

“I work with the executive 
group first because unless they 
have the right philosophy of man- 
agement there is no sense in mak- 
ing a pretense of democracy,” he 
maintains. There is no use in 
studying misfit employes unless 

ou are free to find out who is un- 

ppy in the business because he 
is a misfit and who is unhappy be- 
cause the boss is a so-and-so, An 
employer cannot build up loyalty 
in his employes uniess he himself 
has allegiance to them, or expect 
honesty from them unless he is 
honest with them.” 

What Dr. Meltzer calls the 
“psycho-dynamics of authority 
problem” is something easier to 
understand than it is to pro- 
nounce, and boils down to this: 

“If the person on top is a com- 
plete Hitler he Hitlerizes everyone 
under him, Thera is no free feel- 
ing, no spirit of desire for free- 
dom, Industry is like the family 
in that. If papa is the big boss—no 
questions asked, and mama is the 
next big boss—no questions asked, 
a hierarchy is set up, and you'll 
have the kind of company, or 
family, which easily falls into 
grooves and ruts. 

“Human relations are human re- 
lations everywhere,” he sums up. 
“And what happens when a fam- 
ily has a democratic atmosphere is 
the same deal in industry.” 

*

R. MELTZER’S interest in in- 

dustrial psychology first came 

about through work in family 
problems. A well-known child psy- 
chologist, he pioneered in such ad- 
vances as the Rorschach test (the 
individual interpretation of ink 
‘blots) which he introduced here 10 
years ago and which is now used 
widely. 

“Some of the parents I met,” he 
said, “thought the knowledge I 
applied to child-parent relations— 
in such problems as resistance to 
authority, what happens when a 
child is too protected, what hap- 
pens when he’s challenged from 
above—could be applied to rela- 
tive problems in industry.” 

Although he does occasional 
counseling for many firms, Dr.

Meltzer is a regular consultant for 
four firms, and could, he says, ex- 
pand any one of the jobs into a 
full-time one. The problems he 
handles are so varied as to avoid 
classification. During wartime a 
typical problem was the one of a 
man factory worker who resented 
feminine competition and when a 
girl recently hired began doing 
more work than he had after 
seven years he threatened to quit. 
A talk with the psychologist per- 
suaded him that he could improve 
his skill for that postwar day 
when skill rather than speed 
would be important, pointed out 
the things in his background that 
made for his resentment. The 
day after his emotional conflict 
was resolved the man not only 
went back to work but began sur- 
passing his rival in production, 


“The problems that you encoun- 


ter in a retail business are differ- 
ent from those in a wholesale busi- 
ness,” Dr, Meltzer says, “A prob- 
lem that would be typical of a 
retail business is that of the buyer 
who has come up from a lower job. 
Too many of them are afraid 
to. build up competent under- 
studies because they aren’t given 
enough assurance from those on 
top that they’ll be gainers rather 
than losers. They possess their 
jobs, all but put them in their 
pocket, Their fear of replacement 
is caused by a lack of policy on 
the part of the management.” 


The first thing he determines 
about a firm new to him, Dr. 
Meltzer says, is what he calls 
the “emotional climate,” the 
feel of how free you are 40 talk 
to unders, to equals, to overs, 
or how submissive, how dishon- 
est you must be. 


H 


“Some ‘climates,’” he says, pre- 
sent such false fronts and false 
prides that they are barriers to 
human understanding. Then there 
is another ‘climate,’ that of 
opinion; it is ‘an intellectual cli- 
mate dealing with bias, prejudice, 
dogmas,” 

Because he works with execu- 
tives it does not follow that Dr. 
Meltzer is always on their side. 
He once eliminated a top executive 
completely by showing how his six 
underlings could handle the job 
without supervision if they worked 
together, And at one of the firms 
he counsels employes know him 
so well they bring him their per- 
sonal and marital problems as well 
as industrial problems. 

* 
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E sometimes finds himself ex- 
ploding the pet theories and 
beliefs of industrialists. Not 
long ago he was called in by an 
out-of-town firm to decide on the 
relative merits of a pension plan 
and-a profit-sharing plan. After 
listening to a tedious 20-page re- 
port, he bluntly told his clients that 
neither such nebulous and far re- 
moved incentives as old age bene- 
fits or shared profits made for 
good employes, Employes need im- 
mediate incentives, he said, good 
relations with superiors, good pay, 
added pay for added work. 

“An employe likes to know how 
he’s doing, where he’s going, and 
he likes to feel he’s going some- 
where,” he says. “It is the duty 
of a supervisor to teach his em- 
ployes to expect realistically. 
Sometimes this means telling 
the dummies their aspirations 
are beyond their ambitions, 

“A good manager,” he adds 
“avoids being merely compliant e- 
cause that invites incompetence. 
He avoids domination because that 
gets him slave labor.” * 

Domination is less in fashion In 
United States industries than is 
compromise in solving industrial 
conflicts, he believes, but com- 
promise is a poor second to what 
he calls “the sensible solution of 
integration,” since compromise 
solves nothing. 

While he thinks that all industry 
could use far sounder psychology 
in dealing with labor-management 
problems, he does not believe the 
situation is insoluble by any means, 

“I recall,” said Dr. Meltzer, 
“hearing a man from a manufac- 
turers’ association say at a meet- 
ing that, ‘Strikes are inevitable. 
We'll always have strikes with us 
because history always repeats it- 
self.“ To such statements I say, 
History only repeats itself when 
the men who set the direction re- 
fuse to profit by experience and 
instead repeat the same stupid er- 
rors. Men like that give survival 
value to stupidity.’ ”

Drugs That 
Are Aids in 
Ulcer Cases 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


NTACIDS are names given to 
A substances which when taken 

by mouth neutralize to some 
degree the acidity of the stomach. 
These drugs have their main value 
in stomach ulcer cases. It is 
known that high acid levels favor 
an extension of the ulcer process. 
Therefore, on occasion, these 
drugs: will be needed by such ulcer 
sufferers. Milk and cream may 
partially neutralize the acidity but 
more often additional antacid will 
be needed. 

Question: Is it better for a per- 
son with tuberculosis to be cured 
at a hospital or at home? — 
Thomas P. 

Answer: There is no doubt that 
cases of tuberculosis, especially 
those showing activity (not so- 
called old or healed cases), are 
better off in a tuberculosis hospi- 
tal than at home. The reason for 
this is that tuberculosis care, rou- 
tine, and precautions are ex- 
tremely important, and are best 
observed and practiced in a hos- 
pital caring for those so afflicted. 
The diet is very important in 
these cases, and should contain 
high vitamin, calcium, and essen- 
tial foodstuffs, and these can be 
served best under hospital cir- 
cumstances where there are no 
deviations or omissions, Certain 
procedures become necessary in 
these people, and by virtue of 
equipment and a trained staff, 
these also are better performed 
in a hospital. 

Tuberculosis is a contagious dis- 
ease. The sputum should be very 
carefully collected and burned. 
The proper method of coughing 
should be taught, so that others 
may be protected from the germ 
which is carried in the spray. 
Strict bed rest, at least for speci- 
fied periods of time, is essential. 
The rigid and necessary rules in 
these respects again speak in 
favor of the hospital. In tubercu- 
losis sanatoriyms all this routine 
is standard ‘and enforced. 

However, as far as home treat- 
ment is concerned, it would not 
be fair to say that one could not 
adequately and effectively control 
these cases there, With a diligent 
appreciation of the illness, and 
good management and treatment, 
good home care certainly is pos- 


sible, but the chances of deviation 


are greater.

EACHES are at the top of the 
Ust of all canned fruits, They 
are up here because they have 
80 many qualities that appeal, and 
are so agreeable that they sell 
themselves to folks whether they 
are babies or nonagenarians. 


Peaches that are firm enough to 
hold their shape and are a rich 
golden color such as clingstones 
are too beautiful to molest with 
extra handling or exposure to heat 
unless the handling is very gentle 

as is true when used in baking 
upside-down cake. When a can 
of fine peaches are opened, wheth- 
er they are bought or home 
canned, for use in the prepara- 
tion of some elegant salad or the 
dessert such as we describe to- 
day, there should be a plan to 
use every drop of the luscious, 
ropy syrup. 

The syrup left from peaches 
when making melba may be 
chilled, combined with milk and 
a little cream to make an appetiz- 
ing milk shake. A few drops of 
vanilla which is most harmonious 
with peach flavor, is a pleasing 
addition. And this idea of a peach 
milk shake can even be carried 
farther with canned peaches that 
are softer in texture and can 
quickly be converted into puree. 
The softer textured but equally 
fine flavored canned péaches are 
well adapted to the making of 
cobblers, pandowdies, tapioca and 
bread pudding, desserts that will 
prevent peaches from ever mak- 
ing a monotonous appearance on 
the menus. 

Peach Melba. 

One-half cup raspberry jelly; No. 
2 tin clingstone peaches, thor- 
oughly chilled; one quart vanilla

Stir into the raspberry jelly 
enough peach juice to give it a 
sauce consistency. Put two good 
sized scoops of ice cream into cold 
nappies to form a nest for two 
halves of peaches. Quickly drop 
peaches into the ice cream, Pour 


raspberry sauce over top, sprin- 
diately. Four servings. Variation:

Arrange six slices of breadegrom 
which the crusts have been trim 
med, in the bottom of a baking 
diah, fitting them in so that the 
entire surface is covered. Place 
cheese slices on bread. Cover with 
remaining six slices of bread. Add 
milk to eggs, beat together and 
pour over the bread and cheese.
